years. The operators have been work- 
ing en the new plan ever since the 
adjournment of the joint conference 
cf last Thursday, and the inability of 
the presidents of the hard-coal carry- 
Ing railroads to complete minor de- 
tails caused, a, postponement of 24 
hours of the conference.

nature of the counter proposition was 
not made knotm by the operators, and 
they do not intend .to permit It to be- 
come public property until it shall 
have been presented to the miners. 


It is said, however, that the offer to 


be made involves an arbitration plan

PERATORS AGREE 


TO ARBITRATE 


New York, April 10.—At the joint 
conference of the sub-committees of 
the iinthraclto coal miners and their 
employes to be held here today (Tues- 
day), the operators will decline to ac- 
cept the arbitration plan as presented 
last week by the mine workers, and 
will in its stead prceent a 
counter 
Jiropusltlon, which. If 
agreed to 
by 
President Mltohell and his men, will 
bind each side for more than 
two 
years. The operators have been work- 
ing on the new plan ever since the 
adjoui'nment of the joint conference 
of last Thursday, and the Inability of 
tho presidents of the hai'd-coal cairy- 
Ing railroads to complete minor de- 
tails caused a 
postponement 
of 
24 
hours of tho conference. 
The exact 
nature of the counter proposition was 
not made knov/n by the operators, and 
they do not intend .to permit it to be- 
came public property until it shall 
have been presented to tho miners. 


It Is said, however, that the offer to 
be made involves an arbitration plan 
very different from the one presented 
by the miners, one that will call for

The only tiling left standing 
in the church was a statue of St. Anne, 
the preservation of which the poor, 
homeless people accepted as a miracle 
and promise of deliverance from their 
pex’tl. 


At Ottajano five churches

and cinders, which 11c four feet deep 
on the gro.und. 
In the fall of the 
buildings about 12 persons were Itilled 
and many were injured. 
The village 
is completely deserted by its people. 
After the evacuation of the place the 
barracks and prisons fell in. 


Reports from coast and inland towns 
depict, tebrible devastation. 
San Gior­ 
gio, Ctemona, Portici, Resina and Tor­ 
re del Greco have been almost com­ 
pletely abandoned. 


No trace remains of Boscotrecase, a 
commune on the southern declivity of 
the mountain, where up to 48 hours ago 
10,000 persons lived, and Torre Annun- 
ziata, on the shores of the gulf of Nar 
pies, one mile to the southward, is al­ 
most surrounded by the invading lava 
and has been evacuated by its 30,000 
Inhabitants. The people were brought 
to Naples by trains, street cars, mili­ 
tary carts and steamships. 
Similar 
means of transportation are being em­ 
ployed to bring away the people from 
Torre del Greco. 
The police and car­ 
bineers are guarding the abandoned 
houses, and several members of the 
government are also there. 


The statement is made here that In 
the vicinity of Ottajano cinders and 
ashes from the volcano lie to a depth 
of 150 feet. 


Somma Vesuviana Is another vil­ 
lage which has suffered most severely. 


The mfcst of the buildings In the vil­ 
lages are of flimsy construction and 
have flat roofs, and so are but poorly 
calculated to bear the weight of ashes 
and cinders that, 
have fallen 
upon 
them. Inevitably it will be found that 
a considerable number of persons have 
perished by the falling of their homes. 
Although the eruption of the volcano 
is less violent than it was 24 hours 
ago, the lava is still falling in great 
quantities. 


Refugees from the threatened or de­ 
stroyed villages are pouring into Na­ 
ples by the thousands, arriving in ev­ 
ery description of conveyance and on 
foot. The roads are crowded with pro-

New York, April 10.—At the joint 
conference of the sub-committees of 
the ¿mthracito coal miners and their 
oraployes to be held here today (Tues­ 
day)# the operators will decline to ac­ 
cept the arbitration plan as presented 
last week by the mine workers, and 
will in its stead present a counter 
proposition, which, if agreed to by 
President Mitohell and his men, will 
bind each side for more than two 
years. The operators have been work­ 
ing on the new plan ever since the 
adjournment of the joint conference 
of last Thursday, and the inability of 
the presidents of the hard-coal carry­ 
ing railroads to complete minor de­ 
tails caused a postponement of 
24 
hours of the conference. 
The exact 
nature of the counter proposition was 
not made known by the operators, and 
they do not Intend .to permit it to be­ 
came public property until it shall 
have been presentod to the miners. 


It is said, however, that the offer to 
be made involves an arbitration plan 
very different from the one presented 
by the miners, one that will call for 
the settlement of only new grievances 
-that may be, after an impartial inves­ 
tigation has been made,-found to ex­ 
is t 
The operators still maintain the 
position that the miners in their de­ 
mands have not called attention to 
anything that has not already been 
passed upon by the anthracite coal 
strike commission. 
There is a strong 
impression among the miners’ com­ 
mittee that the operators will propose 
thxt President Roosevelt be requested 
to summon the strike commission to 
review the entire controversy. 
They 
decline, however, to indicate how they 
would 
receive one suggestion. 
The 
commission is familiar to a consider­ 
able extent with conditions in the an­ 
thracite regions, and, therefore, would 
not have to go over the entire ground, 
as would be the case if an entire new 
set of men were selected. 


The operators* representatives were 
in close conference most of the day, 
and promise that unless something 
unforeseen should occur, they will be 
ready with their answer to the miners* 
arbitration plan. The reason given for 
the postponement was that the large 
coal companies desired to obtain the 
sentiment of all the independent op­ 
erators before they draw up their for­ 
mal answer, and as^^ome of the inde­ 
pendents were engaged in exchanging 
views in the uppor Pennsylvania coal 
fields, it was deemed best to wait until 
they had taken action. The operators, 
through a representative, said the gen­ 
eral policy had been decided upon, and 
that the minor details will be disposed 
of at a full meeting of the sub-com­ 
mittee prior to the conference with 
the miners. 


President Mitchell announced that 
the last of the bituminous coal oper­ 
ators in the Pittsburg district who had 
held out against the 1903 wage agree­ 
ment signed the scale. This action, he 
said, clears up the western Pennsylva­ 
nia territory, and means that 40,000 
men in that territory who produce 
from 35,000,000 to 40,000,000 tons of 
soft coal a year will receive an in­ 
crease of 5.55 per cent, in wages.

As Abraham had been only 
seven 
years old when he li'ft Kentucky, the 
little 
beginnings 
lie learned 
in 
tJie 
schools kept by Riney and Ha/ei in 
that State must have been very .slight, 
probably only his alphabet, or at nio.st 
only three or four pages of ^A'ebster's 
"EiVjnentary Sjjelling Book.*' T'he jnul- 
tipiieation table was still a mystery to 
him, and he could rend or Avrite only 
the Avords he spelled. 
His lirst two 
years in Indiana seem to have pa.ssed 
without schooling of any t^urt, and the 
school he attended ¿Jiortly a iter com- 
ing juider the care of his stepmother 
was 
of 
the 
iiunplest 
kind, 
for 
the 
X^igeon Creek 
settlement 
liumbered 
only eight or ten poor families, and 
they lived deep in the forest, where, 
even if they bad Jiad the money 
for 
sucii luxuries it ^Yould h u / e been im- 


possible to buy books, slates, liens, ink 
or paper. 
It is worthy of note, how- 
ovor. that in our AVcstern country, oven 
under such ditticnlties, a schoolhouse 
was one of the Hrst buildings to rise 
in every 
frontier settlement. 
Abra- 
ham's second school in Indiana 
Avas 
hold when he was fourteen years old 
and the third in his seventeeth year. 


By that time he had more hooks and 
bettor tea<'hers, but ho had to Avalk 
four or five miles to reaeli iheui. AVe 
kimw that he learned to write, and was 
provided with pen, ink and a copybonlc 
--a very small supply of writing paper, 
for copies have »eon printed on several 
scraps on which ho carefully 
wrote 
down 
tables of 
long measure, 
land 
measure and dry measure, as well as 
examples in multiplication and com- 
pound division, 
from his 
arithmetic. 
H e was never able lo go to school 
again after this time, and though the 
instructions he received from his five 
teachers—two in Kentucky and three 
in Indiana—extended over a period of 
nine years, it must be 
remembered 
that it made up in all less than one 
twelve month. **thnt the aggregate of 
all his schooling did not amount to one 
year." 
Tho fact tliat he received this 
instruction, as he himself 
said, 
"hy 
littles." was doubtless ati advantage. 
A lazy or iudift'erent boy would, of 
course, 
have 
foi'gotlon 
w h a t 
was 
taught him at one time before he had 
opportunity at another; but Abraham 
w a s neither indifferent nor lazy, and 
these Avideiy separated fragments of 
instruction were precious steps to self 
help. 
He pursued 
his studies 
with 
very unusual purpose and determina- 
tion. not only to understand them at 
the moment, but to fix tiiom firmly In 
his mind. 
His early companions all 
agree that he employed every 
spare 
moment in keeping on with some of his 
studies. 


His stepmother tells us that Avhen he 
came across a passage that struck him 
he would write it down on boards if 
he had no paper, and keep it tiiere un- 
til he did get paper. 
Then he would 
rewrite it. look a t it. repent it. 
H e 
had a copy-book, a kind of scrapbook. 
in which he put down all things and 
thus preserved them. 
H e spent long 
evenings doing sums on the fire shovel. 
Iron fire shovels were a rarity among 
pioneers. 
Instead they used a broad, 
thin clapboard Aviih one end narrowed 
to a handle, arranging with this tlie 
piles of coals upon the hearth, over 
which 
they 
set 
their 
"skillet" 
and 
**oven" to do their cooking. 
It was on 
such a Avooden shovel that Abraham 
worked Jils sums by tlie flickering fire- 
light, making his figures Avith a piece 
of charcoal, and Avheu the shovel was 
all covered taking a drawing 
knife 
and shaving it off clean 
again. 


The hours that he Avas able to de- 
vote to his penmanship, his reading and 
his arithmetic Avere by no means many; 
for, save for the short time that lie 
was actually in school, ho was, during 
all these years, laboring hard on his 
father's farm or hiring his youthful 
strength to neighborii who had need 
of help in the work of field or forest. 
In j)ursuit of his knowledge he Avas on 
an mihili path; yet in spite of all ob- 
stacles he Avorked Ids Avay to so much 
of an 
education 
as placed him 
far 
ahead of iJis schooiniates and quickly 
abreast of his various teachers. 
H e 
l)orrowed every book in tlie neighbor- 
hood. 
The list is a short one: 
"Kob- 
inson Crusoe," "Aesop's Fables." Bun- 
yan's 
"Pilgrim's 
Progress," 
Weem*s 
"I.ife of AVashington" and a '^History 
of the United States." 
When every- 
thing else had been read he I'esolutely 
began on the "ReA'ised Statutes of In- 
diana," Avhich Dave Tnrnham, the con- 
stable, had in daily use, but permitted 
him to come to his house and read.—

Britain'* 33-Knot l>*»troy*r». 


Contracts have now been arranged 


for the construction of five seagoing 
destroyers included in the navy pro- 
gram for the current year. These ves- 
sels are a great advance upon anything 
that has yet been done in torpedo boat 
destroyers, as the speed guaranteed, 
under" penalty, 
by the contracting 


firms is to be thirty-three knots when 
the vessels are carrying a load of coal 
sufficient to give them a radius of ac- 
tion of 3000~miles at. about ten knots 
speed. 


This condition is much more severe 


than was exacted in the case of the 
thirty-knot torpedo boats: and, more- 
over,* the scantlings proposed for these 
high speed craft will be considerable 
heavier- It is true that speeds of thir- 
ty-two to thirty-three knots were at- 


i tempted by one or two builders in con- 


utaries. Pear! hunting in these local- 
ities has become an established busi- 
ness, and regular pearl prospectors are 
examining rivers and creeks, with a 
view to locating beds of mollusks that 
may contain valuables. Attention to 
the rare pearls to be found in these 
streams was at first called about twen- 
ty years ago, when large numbers of 
pearl-producing mollusks were found 
in a small creek in Dane County. Wis- 
consin. The farmers begin searching 
the beds of streams with such suc- 
cess that thousands of pink, purple, 
and blue-tinted treasures were sold, 
bringing iu a profit of many thousands 
of.dollars. The excitement that pre- 
vailed at that time gradually died 
down, but enthusiasm has broken out 
again in localities bordering on the 
Mississippi. 


There is a fascination about the busi- 


ness that smacks strongly of specula- 
tion, for a man may find any time a 
gem that may mean a fortune. The 
men who live this outdoor life are 
rugged and healthy, and each carries 
a tin box, which in one season may be- 
come the receptacle for holding thou- 
sands of dollars* worth of large and 
small pearls. The pearl hunters have 
learned to be experts iu valuing their 
finds, and few gems sell at small 
prices. Generally they are sent East 
to lapidaries to be valued, and they are 
sold at once, for the pearl hunter 
knows that he does well to avoid the 
"middleman." who is sent out by east? 
ern firms to gather the "finds." Some 
pearls are sold for a thousand dollars, 
and a necklace twenty-eight inches in 
length, made of small Mississippi 
pearls for the great singer Nordica, 
who desired a souvenir of Minneapolis, 
cost two thousand dollars. 


Pearl hunting is an exact science, 


and the successful hunters are skilled 
In the business. Usually the prospec- 
tor has a boat, which he allows to drift 
with the tide. Behind this is fastened 
a long pole, to which is attached hun- 
dreds of lines with bait on the ends. 
The mollusks close their months over 
these with tenacity, and as they are 
hauled in as soon as the lines are filled, 
many bushels are obtained daily. This 
is the easiest part of the process. The 
next operation is to open them, which 
if done with an oyster knife is so 
laborious it lives long in the memory 
of the novice. On this account most 
prospectors either steam the mollasks 
over a mild fire." or spread them out in 
the sun to slowly dry. when the two 
parts of the shell separate readily 
The exciting moment comes when the 


. i kind of water, living on animalcules, 


very prolific, and a pearl producer, he 
travels slowly back and forth from 
midstream to shore unless he is gob- 
bled up by the muskrat. who loves 
him dearly and eats him. pearl and 
all. 
The pearls are always near the 


shells, and can be squeezed out of the 
meat, with the fingers. Sometimes 
they are found loose in the shell, and 
at other times they are attached to it. 
If loose, the chances are that they may 
fall out, -ad good pearl hunters on this 
account search the bed of the stream, 
and even dig up the dirt to see what 
will "pan out-." 


In the early days of the industry, the 


slugs or small pearls were thrown 
away, but now they are kept and sold 


the ounce or separately. These are 


always in the meat, and sell from two 
o five dollars. New processes iu set- 
ing jewelry have made them in de- 
mand- Contrary to general belief, the 
expensive pearls are not always round 
or oblong in shape. 
Many, fine speci- 


mens are "baroques." that is. they as- 
sume grotesque forms, a fact that can 
be accounted for by their origin, for 
scientists tell us that a pear! is really 
a malformation, caused by some for-, 
eigu substance finding entrance to the 
shell, and irritating the mollusk to 
such an extent that lie exudes a liquid, 
which hardens and eventually becomes 
a precious pearl. 


The prospector moves from one part 


of the stream to the other as soon as 
one mollusk bed is devastated. 
Some 


beds seem to contain more pearls than 
others, but it is the size and thickness 
of the pearl that make it invaluable 
for some articles of jewelry, and lapi- 
daries in our large cities are using 
them freely. If any criticism is to be 
made, it is that they lack the yellow- 
tint of the Oriental product. 
Many 


sell for high prices, however, and the 
black pearls which are occasionally 
found are exquisite. 


To the casual observer, pearl hunting 


seems the easiest way in the world to 
earn a living, but it must be remem- 
bered that not one in fifty of the 
right species contain a pearl, and many 
mollusks are so light colored that they 
are known to be valueless, and are 
thrown away without being opened. It 
is a hit-and-miss sort of rbusiness. in- 
to which many start. Those that re- 
main to the end get a good living, and 
every summer finds so many engaged 
in the work, that pearl; hunting has 
become one of the established means 
of livelihood in the Mississippi Valley. 
—Scientific American.

the vessels are carrying a load of coal 
sufficient to give them a radius of ac- 
lion of 3000 miles at about ten knots 
speed. 


This condition is much, more severe 
than Avas exacted in the case of the 
thirty-knot torpedo boats; and, more- 
over, the scantlings proposed for these 
high speed craft will be considerable 
heavier. It is true that speeds of tliir- 
ty-two to thirty-three knots were at- 
tempted by one or two builders in con- 
nection with the 1897-üS program, but 
the highest realized on trial was thir- 
ty-one and one-half knots. 
Even then 
the boats were not required to meet 
the s^me stringent conditions as is the 
case with these new thirty-three knot 
craft.
